“By carrying on,” Eisenhower 
was quoted as saying, “we can 
‘reach a point where it would be 
foolish for an enemy to attack.”

he will, this office will prosecute 
the. case regardless of the desires. 
of the participants.” 

Roll said he had warned Lang’s 
attorney, Oliver Schwab, that his 
client would be moved to the Los 
Angeles General Hospital prison 
ward if the district attorney's 
deputies were prevented from 
talking to Lang. ane 

Lang, shot in the groin, was 
progressing satisfactorily in a 
hospital. He underwent surgery 
Thursday night, a few hours after 
he was shot when talking to Miss 
Bennett in a parking lot. 

Lang, the father of two chil- 
dren, is. representative of Music 
Corp. of America assigned to 
West Coast television talent. 

Wanger., 57, yesterday moved 
out, bag and baggage, from the 
$140,000 Homby Hills residence 
of Miss Bennett, after he was re- 
leased on $5000 bail. 

While Miss Bennett visited a 
friend, Wanger drove to their 
home, loaded a steamer trunk, 
several suitcases and two ovér- 
coats into his car, and said he 
was moving to an apartment. He 
declined to make any statement 
on his marital status or the pos- 
sibility of a divorce. |

Miss 
Bennett, a grandmother, has two 
children by earlier marriages.

Mrs. Knauff, who gave her oc- 
cupation as a writer, was sup- 
ported by two witnesses, her at- 
torney, Alfred Feingold, and her 
cousin, Mrs. Anne Liese Rettig of 
Long Island City, N.Y. A written 
account of her fight for entrance 
is scheduled for publication in 
book form in March. 

Except for brief intervals, Mrs. 
Knauff was detained at Ellis Is- 
land from the time she arrived in 
1948 from Frankfurt, Germany, 
where she and her husband were 
civilian army employes, until re- 
leased Nov. 2. She was ordered 
deported on the ground she had 
supplied information to Czech 
Government agents at Frankfurt. 

A campaign to obtain a public 
hearing of the charges was waged 
successfully by the Post-Dispatch 
and other organizations. Her de-’ 
portation was twice prevented by 
Supreme Court orders but an im- 
migration inquiry board ordered 
her exclusion after listening to 
open testimony.

Responding to questions put by 
Libowitz, Mrs. Knauff swore she 
had never been a Communist, 
Fascist or Nazi, nor had she been 
connected with any.such organi- 
zations. She said she wanted to 
become a citizen because she is 
devoted to the ideals this na- 
tion represents. 

“Is your love for the United 
States greater than your love for 
any other country, even your own 
native land” Libowitz asked. 

“Yes,” Mrs. Knauff replied 
solemnly. 

“Would you fight for this coun- 
try against all others, even your 
own native land?” the examiner 
continued. In # firm voice, she 
answered, “I certainly would.” 

She told Libowitz that the capi- 
tal of the United States is Wash- 
ington, D. C., and that of New 
York State is Albany. She said

The China Story 


Senator Taft has made it clear that in seeking 
the presidency he bases a considerable part. of 
his foreign policy criticism on the Administra- 
tion’s record in China. 

That there are grounds for criticism is plain 
enough. But we find it disappointing that Sena- 
tor Taft has swallowed that particular line of 
criticism which requires a conscious or uncon- 


- $cious distortion of fact to support it. Essential- 


ly, this line is that China could have been saved 
from Communism had our leaders only wished 
to save it. Since China was not saved, the con- 
clusion naturally follows: that our leaders either 
blundered or wilfully sacrificed China because 
they were “soft” on Communism. 

A dispassionate view of the facts simply does 
not support this basic assumption. At the end of 
the war, Communism in China was not a dis- 
orderly rabble, or a mere political movement, 
or a band of mercenaries. It was a nation. 

The Communist regime had the allegiance 
and support of 116,000,000 people, one-fourth of 
China’s population. It had a disciplined army, 
built through 20 years of revolutionary experi- 
ence, of more than a million troops. It was the 
effective. governing authority in a large area 
of northwest China. 

No waving of a wand by the United States 
could make this center of power and authority 
disappear. Accordingly, American policy after as 
during the war addressed itself to trying to 
bring. the two Chinas—Chiang Kai-shek’s Na- 
tionalists and the Communists—together. This 
was the mission of Ambassador Pat Hurley in 
1944 and 1945. It became the mission of General 
Marshall, who spent 1946 trying to stop the civil 
war and bring into one Government two forces 
which had been fighting for 20 years. 

s oa * 

General Marshall’s mission failed, and it has 
been amply established that both Chiang and 
the Communists were responsible for the failure. 
Neither side wanted to give up the chance of 
gaining all China. The civil war went on, and in 
1948 it began to turn into a rout of Chiang’s 
forces. By the end of 1949 the Communists ruled 
all of China. Within two years a Nationalist 
Army of 3,000,000 troops virtually fell apart. 

Why did the Nationalists fall apart? Not for 
lack of weapons; American military observers on 
the spot reported that no battle was lost due to 
lack of ammunition or equipment. Not for lack 
of American support; between V-J day and early 
1949, American loans and grants to Chiang to- 
taled $2,000,000,000, in addition to another bDil- 
lion dollars’ worth of war surplus supplies. 

The record shows that Chiang lost because he 


had a poor army; because he over-extended him- . 


self, occupying cities which the Communists then 
surrounded and starved out; because many of his 
military and government leaders were corrupt; 
because his regime oppressed the people wher- 
ever it went; and above all because his Govern- 
ment failed to heed the mounting demand from 
the Chinese people for social reform. Gen. Wede- 
meyer, Gen. Marshall, indeed every American 
emissary for years told Chiang reforms were es- 
sential if the allegiance of the Chinese people 
was to be held. Their advice was never taken. 
s . ° 

Chiang, in short, created a vacuum into which 
the Communists flowed. It was he who lost 
China, not the leaders of the United States. 
Where American policy went wrong was in its 
failure, to disassociate the United States from 
Chiang as soon as it became clear that he could 
not win. Gen. Marshall recommended further aid 
even after he must have been convinced that 
Chiang’s cause was hopeless. 

The pressure for this aid came principally 
from the very sources which now so hotly blame 
the Administration for China—from the very 
sources, indeed, which now demand continued 
aid to Chiang even after he has been reduced 
to an island warlord. 

The identification of American interests with 
Chiang’s interests has undoubtedly helped the 
Chinese Communists to consolidate their hold 
on the people. It has given them a pretext for 
intervening in the Korean war. It has hurt 
American prestige throughout the Orient where 
Chiang is recognized as a symbol of reaction to 
the reforms the people insist on realizing. 

Such is the China story. It adds up, we think, 
to one irresistible conclusion: that, given all the 
circumstances, the United States could not have 
stopped the Communists in China except by di- 
rect military intervention with our own troops, 
planes, supplies and leadership. 

The tragedy is that, war being ruled out, no 
alternative policy was fashioned which might 
have salvaged some measure of the Chinese peo- 
ple’s' histotic friendship for the United States. 
That is now water over the dam. But, for the 
future, the past shows how badly Americans 
need a positive and creative foreign policy. 
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No Pear-Shaped Tone 


Searching for a useful word to describe the 
current tax scandals, Editorial Research Reports 
has resurrected “Swartwoutism.” Sam Swart- 
wout was a Tammany politician appointed in 
1828 by President Jackson as collector of the 
Port of New York. Nearly 10 years later short- 
ages were found in his accounts. A congres- 
sional inquiry developed that he had used cus- 
toms receipts to speculate, and had seldom 
picked a winner. 

In fact, when the shortages were added up, 
they came to a million dollars. Hence “Swart- 
woutism” derives from the only man who ever 
suceeeded in appropriating a round million in 
federal funds for himself. Congressman Dun- 
can, an Qhio Whig, used another more popular 
term when he accused a committee of trying 
to “whitewash the black frauds of Swartwout.” 

The whitewash, then as now, did not stick. 
So Swartwoutism passed into history as a rough 
and ugly word, hard to pronounce and harder 
to condone, but in no way unfitting for con- 
temporary reference. 
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Blocking Housing Progress 
Not content with merely delaying the city’s 


urban redevelopment program, Alderman Alfred 
I, Harris has brazenly attempted to throw the - 


whole plan into question. 

Happily, his fellow Democrats in the Board 
of Aldermen let him know that he was on his 
own and so he backed down: But had he suc- 
ceeded, he would have jeopardized the city’s 
chances of getting further Federal assistance for 
the housing program. 

More and more, the reason for his self-serving 
tactics are becoming clear. A great many people 
are bound to think his attitude can be traced 
back to the Mayor's veto of a bill that would 
have given the Westchester Urban Redevelop- 
ment Corp. the “go sign.” 

This bill was introduced by Mr.’ Harris. It 
would have benefited a corporation in ‘which 
his brother, Raymond, was the secretary. And it 
would have perverted the spirit of the redevelop- 
ment program’ by allowing the corporation to 


develop an 80-acre tract in Northwest. St. Louis 


—a tract that was by no stretch of the imagina- 
tion the blighted district that urban wor 
ment is designéd to” improve.” : 

Alderman Harris is setting himself up as the 
single block on the road to urban redevelopment. 


Is he against reversing the tide of blight and de- | 
cay rapidly engulfing a great portion of St. 
Louis? If not, why his present tactics? The peo- 


ple will be demanding an answer. 
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_ Priorities on Prisoners 
Another dispute over priorities appears to be 
the current obstacle in the Korean truce talks. 
The talks evidently are going well enough that 
the State Department has alerted three nonbel- 
ligerent countries which might be asked to help 
supervise a cease-fire. But meanwhile the prison- 
er issue has to be settled, and this seems to 
hinge on priorities. 
*The U.N. Command insists, with complete jus- 


tification, that the Communists present some | 


credible evidence of how many prisoners they 
hold before an agreement-.is made that all pris- 
oners shall be exchanged. The Communists in- 
sist. that the two sides first agree to exchange 
all prisoners, and that then the “technical” de- 
tails can be worked out. 

How many prisoners the Communists hold, 
however, is far from a “technical detail,” Unless 
the U.N. Command knows in advance how many 
prisoners it can get in an exchange, it will have 
no way of estimating whether, at the time of 
the actual exchange, the Communists are giving 
up all they hold. 

If the Communists observed the Geneva con- 
vention on prisoners, and permitted inspection 
by the Red Cross, this information would be 
available. Since they do not, the information 
must be obtained otherwise before the U.N. can 
decide whether an “all-for-all” exchange would 
be feasible. 

The solution to a dispute over priorities some- 
times is to go around it. That is what happened 
when the Communists were insisting that a 
truce line first be agreed on, while the U.N. 
Command insisted that other issues of the armis- 
tice first be settled. The dispute was resolved 
by fixing the truce line “first” but providing for 
its revision if the other issues were not settled 
within 30 days. 

Perhaps some such solution may prove possi- 
ble in the prisoner debate. The arrangements for 
an exchange might be agreed on, but its execu- 
tion made contingent upon the Communists’ pre- 
senting within a certain period satisfactory -evi- 
dence that they are in fact turning over all 
prisoners, For such evidence is an indispensable 
condition of an exchange. 
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The Cities Want Datinas Funds 


The American Municipal Association’s demand 
on Congress for more money for civil defense 
is well taken. In making appropriations for the 
armed services Congress is proceeding on the 
assumption that this*nation must be prepared 
against a possible attack which could conceivably 
come before the end of 1952. In appropriating 
for civil defense Congress is behaving as though 
there were all the time in the world to get ready 
and the attack might never come. 

Why this dual-mindedness in the national 
thinking about defense? President Truman 
asked Congress for $535,000,000 for civil de- 
fense, but less than $75,000,000 was appropri- 
ated. The Missouri Legislature has appropriated 
$125,000 a year, which is about one-eighteenth 
the sum St. Louis alone should receive in state 
aid if federal, state and city shares are divided 
as New York City plans it—80, 15 and 5 per cent. 

In St. Louis, whose city government would 
have to put up $1,320,000 under existing legisla- 
tion in order to get the 1544-million-dollar pro- 
gram its civil defense director, Raymond R. 
Tucker, estimates is needed, $82,000 has been 
appropriated. These Missour! and St. Louis fig- 
ures compare with an appropriation of $1,495,000 
by Detroit and $1,000,000 in state aid to that 
city. 

Congress has done a wretched job of dealing 
with. its responsibilities for civil defense. It has 
appropriated too little, and has bound that too 
little round with conditions which almost insure 
that it will be put to use very inadequately. 
Civil defense should be much on Congress's 
conscience when it reconvenes next month, and 
a realistic program, dealing directly with city 
governments and modeled on their practical 
needs, should not take too long to get going if 
enough members are really in earnest about it. 
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Oliphant in Defense 
' When Charles Oliphant resigned under fire as 
chief counsel of the Internal Revenue Bureau, 
he was righteously indignant. He said he had 


been subjected to “attacks and innuendo” and > 


wanted a chance to defend himself. 

Now Oliphant has had his day before the 
King subcommittee. He had his chance to de- 
fend himself, and did not do it. 

He admitted that he allowed a $200,000 tax 
case against a Washington meat company to die 
after Congressman James Morrison of Louisiana 
expressed a personal interest in the case. 

He admitted he purposely let this case expire 
though his superior, former Commissioner 
George Schoeneman, wanted it pressed. He said 
Congressman Morrison was an old friend, and 
told of receiving a silver platter and other 
Christmas gifts from him. 

He also admitted accepting favors from Ed 
Pauley, the oil man from whom the Government 
was trying to collect $13,000. He told of getting 
other favors from Poncet Davis, the Ohio rub- 
ber dealer, who also was under tax investigation. 

He admitted that he warned his colleague, 
former Assistant Attorney General Theron La- 
mar Caudle, that his tax returns were under 
investigation. 

He admitted giving information on a major 
tax case to Henry (The Dutchman) Grunewald, 
self-styled special investigator and wiretapper 
whose name has come up repeatedly in the cur- 
rent investigation. And he conceded that he 
would not have given such official information 
to the press or to Congress. 

In short, Oliphant's testimony was a futile 
answer to attack or innuendo. For he showed 
himself to be a man who did not do his duty. 

His duty was to press prosecution of tax dodg- 
ers, to keep information about such cases away 
from questionable outside sources, and to avoid 
any suspicious personal connections. His admis- 
sions indicate that he too often blocked prosecu- 
tion, allowed information to seep out and enter- 
tained doubtful friendships. 

Charles Oliphant had his chance to defend 
himself. He was a poor witness for his defense.

Louisville faces in smaller way same problems of metropolitan 
co-ordination confronting St. Louis and county; Courier-Journal 
urges merging its city and county; present multitude of govern- 
ments wastes public funds and hinders area’s economic growth.

Thanks to an enabling amendment to 
their State Constitution, Philadelphians 


are consolidating’ their city and county. 


governments into one political unit. We 
envy them. For 15 years it has been clear 
that the metropolitan Louisville area needs 
a single government instead of overlapping 
city and county systems. But the Kentucky 
Constitution won't permit merging these 
two systems into a unified area govern- 
ment. 


Most péople are aware of the cost and 
inefficiency of maintaining duplicate fire 
departments, police forces, school sys- 
tems, legislative bodies and works depart- 
ments. But few realize how extensive and 
confusing this overlapping of government 
has become. 


For example, in greater Louisville re- 
cently there were 23 municipal elections. 
Besides Louisville, 22 other “cities,” most 
of them boasting no more than .a few 
dozen citizens, went through the motions 
of choosing: “city. officials.” Almost none 
of these are legitimate cities. Many of 


them lie within the city limits of Louis- 


ville. None of them offer their citizens the 
services or protections of citizenship. 


This situation costs us more than the 
mere expense of duplicate governments. It 
discourages industry. A man seeking a 
plant site wants above everything to settle 
in a stable, responsible community, where 
he can be sure of such things as adequate 
services, dependable assessment and tax 
rates, and desirable living conditions for 
employes. 


He wants to know that his plant cannot 
be annexed by some irresponsible fringe 
community wh.ch can raise his assessment, 
tax rates and cost of utilities, without the 
power to furnish adequate services. For 
the sake of good employe relations and a 
steady working force he wants a com- 
munity that offers an orderly, assured 
pattern of government services and pro- 
tections. 


Before it can offer these desirable con- 
ditions to prospective investors, LouiS$ville 
must solve the problem of city-county 
overlap and that of thé 22 parasite cities. 
The Kentucky Municipal League wants a 
revised annexation law giving cities of the 
first five classes the power.to annex sixth- 
class cities without approval of the an- 
nexed citizens. 


This, however, ‘would not solve the 
growing problem of Shively and similar 
fringe communities. The incorporation of 
Shively was a cynical maneuver to let cer- 


tain industries ‘have access to Louisville 
facilities and services without being sub- 
ject to: Louisville, taxes or fegulations. AS 
a result the undisciplined growth of 
Shively and its surrounding industrial area 
has made orderly development of the 
southwestern section of the county almost 
impossible. — 


City and county have moved toward in- 
creased economy and efficiency by estab- 
lishing joint planning-and-zoning and health 
boards. There can and should be further 
consolidation of such agencies as police 
and fire departments and school boards. 
But true efficiency requires a constitution- 
al amendment and supporting legislation to 
merge city and county governments. 


Under the Constitution the county gov- 
ernment cannot be abolished, as many 
have urged, unless it is merged or absorbed 
into another county. It is legally possible 
to have the city government abolished and 
let the county rule the entire. metropolitan 
area under a single government. But such 
a goverhment could aot support itself. For, 
while the city can “levy a ‘propéfty ‘tak- 
rate of $1.50 per $100, the.county can-levy 
but 50 cents per $100. And no one imagines 
that the county could take over city re- 
sponsibilities and increase services to 
fringe areas. on one-third of present city 
income. 

It should be remembered that neither 
further consolidation of city-county agen- 
cies nor the hoped-for merger of the two 
governments offers escape from the irri- 
tant of the 22 parasite cities which ‘are 
independent of both city and county. 


There is only one way to solve all of 
these problems with one blow: a ‘consti- 
tutional amendment giving counties con- 
taining cities of the first class power to 
abolish all existing governments within 
the county and institute. a metropolitan 
area government having jurisdiction over 
the entire county. 


Political opposition may be expected. 
There would be a reduction of political 
offices and of political spending. Other- 
wise, there is no reason why the amend- 
ment should not be approved. Local vot- 
ers would have every reason to support 
it and since it would apply only ‘to Jeffer- 
son county, other Kentucky voters would 
have no reason to oppose it.

Mr. Steele’s title sets the stage for~-a 
good part of this book of short stories, fer- 
more often than no* thé’ tale at least: con- 
jures up reaches of salt water.

‘The 
town drunk, once the school teacher whose 
neighbors had nailed the schoolhouse door

.. . the grain chosen to be bruised be- 
tween the stone that won't move and the 
stone that don’t stop, if there’s to be bread 
for our children’s children.” 

These stories, like those in Mr. Steele’s 
earlier volume, have vigor and suspense 
and technical expertness...More important, 
they stretch one’s imagination. They ‘are 
likely to linger in memory not so mueh 
because of strange scenes and adventures 
or the neatness of the denouement as be- 
cause of the range and clarity of the au- 
thor’s pictures of what men really live by.

The young woman editor of a 
German Catholic magazine is 
spending six months in_ the 
United States, looking-over the 
field of religious journalism.

Miss Lutz spent a week in St. 
Louis, visiting Catholic publica- 
tion centers, and left yesterday 
to resume her tour. 

She has been disappointed in 
the quality of American religious 
journalism, she said in an inter- 
view here. She found much of it, 
she explained, inferior in liter- 
ary standards, unattractive in 
makeup, and “superficial in its 
treatment of serious subjects.” 
She mentioned a few notable 
exceptions, really high-grade re- 
ligious publications.

King Reads Statement.

“Testimony received. by this 
committee has shown that high 
government officials have accept- 
ed more or less lavish entertain- 
ment from persons who have or 
may have matters before their 
departments. This entertainment 
is often on a scale which makes 
it impossible for many of the of- 
ficials to properly reciprocate. 
“Perhaps this would not con- 


partmental decisions. It does, 
however, lead to at least two im- 
portant results: 

“First, the official who is en- 
tertained and cannot reciprocate 
in kind is under some obligation 
to his host. If the host should 
have a case before him, at best 
the official must disqualify him- 
self. By so doing he is depriving 
the Government of his services. 
At worst, the official will act not- 
withstanding his obligation. No 
matter what the official’s decision 
may be, it cannot but create sus- 
picion and bring discredit upon 
the Government. Even when he 
disqualifies himself, he may exert 
an inescapable pressure on his 
subordinates. 


“Second, the person supplying 
the entertainment when dealing 
with the official’s associates or 
subordinates can give color to a 
claim that he is a good friend of 
the official he entertains. The 
tangible or intangible benefits of 
such a claim are difficult to 
measure. 


“Government officials must 
realize that it is often the position 
and power of their office, rather 
than personal qualities, which is 
' responsible for the entertainment. 
They must be careful indeed not 
to allow themselves to be en- 
snarled by or become obligated to 
self-seeking individuals.” 


Oliphant’s. Statement. 


Haltingly, Oliphant asked for 
the privilege of making a final 
statement. He read it, with some 
difficulty, from an inked scrawl 
he had prepared before his final 
testimony was given. 

He said he was confident that 
if all his files were examined for 
the full time he had worked for 
the Government they would dis- 
close that he had always had the 
best interest of the Government 
at heart.

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BRITAIN RECALLS 
DIPLOMAT FIRED ON 
AS ‘SPY’ BY CZECHS 


LONDON, Dec. 15 (AP)—Brit- 
ain today called home a British 
diplomat whom the Czechoslovak 
secret police fired on last night 
during a purported “act of espio- 
nage” in a forbidden zone of 
Czechoslovakia. 

The Prague radio charged that 
the diplomat, Robert Neil Gard- 
ner, and a British embassy typist, 
Miss Daphne G. Maines, were 
caught exchanging money for se- 
cret military information. 

Miss Maines was shot and 
slightly wounded and Gardner 
was bruised in a cloak-and-dagger 
chase when trying to escape in a 
British embassy automobile, the 
Czechs ‘said. 

The Foreign Office said it had 
Czechoslovakia’s assurance that 
Miss Maines would be allowed to 
leave the country as soon ag she 
is discharged from a hospital. The 
Czechs demanded that Gardner be 
recalled and the Foreign Office 
said he left Prague today. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
said Britain would not comment 
on the Czech’s charges until it 
had received a full report from 
its embassy.

The decision is based on Amer- 
ican and British common law, 
which says that if a man is carry- 
ing out a law he cannot be pun- 
ished for carrying out that law. 
But I am wondering if there were 
not people who went to their 
deaths because they would not 
carry out these laws. I wish we 
knew something about them and 
could do them a little honor. 

Legally, it may be right for 
these people to go free, no matter 
how cruel their crimes, but honor 
should go to those who refused to 
obey such laws and obeyed higher 
laws of love and mercy and the 
dictates of their own conscience.

Cookies for Christmas 
By Edith M. Barber 
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ANGEL PUFFS ARE DELICIOUS WITH ICE CREAM. 


HRISTMAS would net be 
(christmas without cookies. 

This is the season when old 
friends drop in, and we like to 
have something on hand to offer 
them. If we have had time, with 
our busy Christmas preparations, 
we may mix and bake enough to 
fill a few boxes to serve as gifts. 


Speaking of time, mixing is a 
short process. It’s the baking that 
eats up the time. Fortunately, 
both shelves of the oven can be 
used at once, and if we have 
sheets that fit the shelves, we 
can naturally bake more at once 
than otherwise. Just remember 
that you usualfy have to add a 
few minutes to the baking period 
when the oven is loaded. 


Drop cookies are, of course, 
quicker than rolled cookies. The 
latter are so attractive in appear- 
ance, however, that they are 
worth the effort. With an array 
of fancy cutters, we can have a 
variety of shapes. With colored 
sugar, nuts, candied cherries or 
raisins for use as garnishes, there 
can be many variations from the 
same basic recipe. 


The recipe for Christmas wa- 
fers will produce what you may 
call sand tarts, jumbos or sugar 
cookies. It calls for egg yolks 
that may be left over from the 


. angel puff recipe that is a type 


of meringue cookie that calls for 
dropping the batter instead of 
rolling the dough,

If it is too cold, 
however, it will not be so easy 
to roll. If you have mixed it 
one day and stored it in a covered 
bowl in-the refrigerator, take it 
out for some time before you are 
ready to roll. 


Angel Puffs. 


Four egg whites, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
cream of tartar, three cups sifted 
confectioners’ sugar, one teaspoon 
almond flavoring, one cup finely 
chopped nutmeats, one cup quick 
rolled oats, uncooked. 


Beat egg whites with salt until 
they hold a peak. Add cream of 
tartar, sugar and flavoring and 
beat five minutes longer. Divide 
meringue in half. Add nutmeats 
and rolled oats to one-half of 
meringue. Drop one-half inch 
balls on a well greased baking 
sheet. Make indentation in cen- 
ter of each ball and swirl remain- 
ing meringue over tops. Bake in 
slow oven (325 degrees Fahren- 
heit) for 15 to 18 minutes or until 
a delicate brown. Remove from 
baking sheet immediately. Yield: 
Five dozen puffs. 


Christmas Wafers. 


One cup butter or margarine, 
One cup sugar, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-half teaspoon grated 
orange ‘rind, two tablespoons 
orange juice, eight egg yolks, or 
four whole eggs, four cups flour, 
one egg white, one tablespoon 
water, colored sugar.or cinnamon 
and sugar. 


Cream shortening with 1 cup 
sugar and salt until well blended. 
Add orange rind and juice. Beat 
in egg yelks, one ata time. Stir 
in the flour and chill,at least one 
hour. Roll thin and cut into fancy 
shapes. Mix egg white and water 
and brush each cookie, Sprinkle 
with the colored sugar or with 
cinnamon and sugar. Bake in 
moderate oven (375 degrees Fahr- 
enheit) about eight minutes until 
lightly browned. 

Note: Cookies may be decorated 
with split almonds, or with whole 
pecans or walnuts or with candied 
cherries. 


Ginger Cookies. 


Two and one-half cups sifted 
flour, one teaspoon salt, two tea- 
spoons baking soda, one teaspoon 
cinnamon, one and one-half tea- 
spoons ginger, one cup molasses, 
one-half cup shortening. 

Mix and sift flour, salt, soda 
and spices. Heat molasses” to 
bubbling and add shortening. Re- 
move from heat, cool slightly and 

in sifted dry ingredients. 
Blend well and chill. Roll one- 
‘eighth inch thick on lightly 
floured board. Cut in desired 
fancy shapes. Bake on ungreased 
baking sheet in moderate oven 
(350 degrees Fahrenheit) eight to 
10 minutes. Yield: About six doz- 
en two-inch cookies.

It was ridiculous for East to 
double five diamonds, since the 
opponents were headed straight 
for their doom at a six-diamond 
contract. Indeed, South said later 
that he had been fully prepared 
to bid the slam, but when East 
doubled the lower contract. South 
felt that he would do well enough 
by redoubling. 

This, obviously, was a logical 
conclusion on South’s part, but 
his play of the hand was some- 
thing less than logical. West 
opened the heart 10. The ace won 
and South laid down the trump 
king. West’s showing out con- 
firmed the news broadcast by 
East’s double, and now that de- 
clarer knew he would have to lose 
two trump tricks, he apparently 
decided that only a _ successful 
finesse in spades could save him. 
So he soon took that finesse — 
and mournfully watched the 
enemy score up 400 points. 

South’s notion that he needed 
the spade finesse—or, to put it 
more realistically, that he could 
be satisfied with only two spade 
tricks—was unfortunate. There 
are paradoxes in bridge, and this 
hand contains one of them. De- 
spite South’s two sure trump los- 
ers, he did not have to worry 
about losing a spade trick! 

Winning play could scarcely be 
easier. After confirming the 
trump situation, South simply 
ruffs a heart, cashes the three 
club tricks, and ruffs another 
heart. Now he cashes the ace 
and king of spades, disdaining the 
finesse, and leads dummy’s last 
heart. East is securely hooked. 
If he ruffs in to keep South from 
making another small trump, 
South simply throws off his los- 


ing spade; and if East prefers to, 


discard his spade queen on 
dummy’s last heart lead, South 
gets in still another low trump on 
a ruff, and the trump ace is his 
fulfilling trick.

If you de- 
cide to improve things by using 
two or three cups of the stuff or 
maybe the whole darn package 
that’s your business, but you may 
find that this solution will not 
only remove the dirt but the paint 
from the wood, the skir from 
your hands and the zinc coating 
from the pail.
